SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording, also known as Video on loose spool (Black Container), is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording is comprised of five untitled and two titled components. The titled 
components are Phil and Robert and Advanced Young Sex. All but one of the 
components present explicit depictions of sexual activity involving boys. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, 
deeming the publication objectionable. 

The video recording presents explicit depictions of sexual activity between boys and 
between men and boys in a manner designed to sexually arouse the viewer. 
Depictions include fellatio, masturbation, anal intercourse, and digital anal penetration. 
Many of the boys appear to be very young, perhaps only four or five years old, and 
need coaxing, directing, and positioning by their adult partners. Some boys are visibly 
uncomfortable and distressed during the sexual activity. Many others show little 
emotion during the experience. 

The video recording also presents the use of urine within a sexual context. The 
statement “Roger 10 and Hank 9 Busy Pissing & Sexing” appears in combination with 
an image of a naked boy. Other stills and video footage present naked boys urinating, 
including in one instance into the mouth of another boy. The titillatory aspect of such 
material is heightened by its location within the context of a sexually explicit video 
recording. 
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The publication has been found to promote and support two activities listed in s3(2) of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision overrides 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) because it is a deeming 
provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and 
freedoms set out in si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
